than to have it amended out of all harmony 
with its original text. It is said that the 
British Foreign Office, in fact, would like 
to see a total rejection, so that in the fut- 
ure when any proposition to arbitrate was 
made the English could reply that the 
Americans had distinctly declined to agree 
to this method of settling international dis- 
putes. . 

It has been felt in the Senats that the 
treaty has become weaker day by day, and 
that the long debate has only resulted in ex- 
posing objectionable features. Even the 
New England Senators who pressed for the 
adoption of the treaty as a whole now ad- 
mit that the debate hai developed many 
flaws, and that possibly the better way to 
do is to enter upon entirely new negotia- 
tions and attempt to formulate a treaty on 
the lines laid down by the Senate amend- 
ments. 

Even the strong supporters of the admin- 
istration in the Senate say they have reason 
to believe the President is not as much in 
favor of this particular treaty as he is of 
the general principle of arbitration, and 
that he would be quite willing to undertake 
the work of negotiating a new basis of 
agreement between the two English speak- 
ing nations.

Clinton Furbish is still nominally at the 
head of the Bureau of American Republics, 
but his resignation is in the hands of the 
Secretary of State, and he will certainly be 
succeeded within a short time by Joe Smith 
of Ohio. In deference to the wishes of the 
South and Central American diplomats Mr. 
Smith will take an examination which he is 
amply well qualified to pass, but his appoint- 
ment will follow none the less surely because 
of this delay. 

Secretary Sherman is by no means pleased 
at the stand taken by the representatives of 
other American republics. The bureau does 
considerable good to all the nations involved. 
but the United States pays practically all 
the expenses, most of the South and Central 
American republics having flunked complete- 
ly in the matter of putting up money. It is 
stated on reliable authority that the entire 
sum contributed by the smaller republics is 
not sufficient to pay the salary of even the 
translators whom they have on the bureau 
pay-roll. The last expense account of the 
bureau showed an appropriation of $28,000, 
and in addition to this the other countries 
contributed about $4,000, not enough, all to- 
gether, to pay the salary of the director. 
Under these circumstances Uncle Sam pays 
the piper, and the Secretary of State as- 
sumes that he should have the right to ap- 
point the man who spends the money, as it 
would be highly ridiculous for some foreign- 
er to come to this country to run a bureau 
which is practically paid for by the United 
States. 

Mr. Furbish is out of the fight entirely and 
the difficulty is gradually dwindling down to 
a little matter of etiquette. If Secretary 
Sherman would be willing to sink his dig- 
nity and make the appointment as Chair- 
man of the Executive committee instead of 
Secretary of State there would be no further 
trouble. The metter will certainly be ad- 
justed amicably within a few days and Joe 
Smith will be the new director,

There is a prospect for the speedy appoint- 
ment of two or three Territorial] Governors. 
The names may be sent into the Senate at 
any time, but as is usually the case each 
Territory finds itself with a lively fight on 
its hands, and the President in each case 10 
forced to be the arbiter between warring 
factions. 

There are half a dosen candidates in New 
Mexico, headed by A. L. Morrison, formerly 
of Chicago, and the fight has been carried 
to such an extent that much bitterness has 
been ‘ developed. 

In Oklahoma ex-Congressman Flynn was 
an active candidate and had a particularly 
strong backing. He took the sound money 
side of the fight in his Territory and went 
Gown with colors flying.

Several delegations of potters have been 
here for some time, not because they were 
not well treated in the Dingley bill, but be- 
cause they wish to see that the Senate plays 
no more tricks with it. When the Wilson 
bill wa nder consideration in the Senate 
a det d strike was going on in the 
New potteries. The manufacturers 
claim a reduction of wages was im- 
perative, while the men asserted that with 
the tariff they already had, no reduction was 
justified. A committee of strikers came on 
here and put their case before Senator Smith 
of New Jersey. In order to frighten the 
manufacturers into settling the strike, Smith 
had the Senate agree to a much lower rate 
on pottery than was expected or intended 
by any one. The understanding was taat the 
rates would be increased when the bill came 
into conference in case the manufacturers 
settled with their men. The strike was 
promptly declared off, the proposed reduc- 
tion in wages was abandoned and then the 
employing potters came on here to get their 
duty back again. They found to their con- 
sternation that the House was preparing to 
swallow the Senate bill as a whole and that 
therefore there was no opportunity to put 
back the pottery schedule to the figures 
agreed upon. The manufacturing potters 
have been informed that there is a disposi- 
tion in the Senate now to cut down the House 
schedule once more and they are arriving

She was a comely young woman, and was 
the special care of her parents, although 
there were sons and other daughters in the 
little household. 

Last Friday evening Elizabeth and a 
younger sister, Thora, were alone with their 
mother. It seems the two girls went to 
their rooms to retire, and as usual took no 
light with them, for their chamber was but 
a step from the living rooms. : 

Thora found oceasion to go back to the 
other part of the house, and left her sister 
for a moment. An instant later a frightful 
scream came from the room, and Elizabeth 
rushed out, calling piteously for help. Mrs. 
Paulson came to her assistance, but it was 
some time before the girl could speak plain- 
ly enough for her mother to understand the 
cause of her sudden terror. At length she 
was able to say there was a strange man in 


her room. 
Black Coat and Hat. 


By this time other members of the family 
had arrived and they joined in making an 
investigation of the room. To everybody’s 
surprise nothing was found that approached 
the likeness of a man more nearly than a 
man’s black coat and hat, which hung on the 
wall in a position where the light from a 
neighboring gas lamp cast @ strange shadow 

t it. , 
1 it seems, was what Miss Paulson had 
seen—the cause of her terror. For the time 
the matter was taken by the family as a good 
joke. Everybody, except Elizabeth, enjoyed 
it; but all efforts to calm her, even with in- 
controvertible evidence of the accidental 
hoax, were futile. 

Within a half hour she complained of feel- 
ing ill. Her family naturally believed it was 
nothing serious, and.with a little coaxing 
persuaded her to go to bed. But the next 
morning she was in even a worse condition. 
She seemed to be in a constant condition of 
terror and nothing could relieve her of the 
frightful vision of the night before. During 
the day following her swoons became of long- 
er duration, and then the family took alarm. 
A physician was sent for and he gave it as 
his opinion that she was suffering from 
hysteria, brought on by the fright of Friday 
night. 

— it was too late to save the unfortunate 
girl. Symptoms of epilepsy developed, the 
periods of unconsciousness grew more pro- 
tracted daily, and early yesterday morning 
she died. 


Physician on the Death. 


Speaking of the strange case yesterday 
Dr. Kernahan said: ‘‘ There seems to be no 
doubt Miss Paulson’e death was caused 
in the first place by fright. This soon led 
to hysteria and epilepsy. She would have 
spasms and long periods of unconsciousness. 
While I was not present at the moment of 
her death I understand it occurred while 
she was im the latter state. There seems 
to be no doubt that she was in perfect 
health before the shock, but she was of a 
nervous disposition.” 

Mr. Paulson, the father, said: 
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fact that President Cleveland, three or four 
days before retiring from office, had care- 
fully collected what documents he wanted 
from the file room, ordered them securely 
tied up and boxed, and then shipped them 
to Princeton. 

It appears that Cleveland has taken lib- 
eral license in determining which of the 
documents on file were private and which 
were public. Naturally an outgoing Presi- 
dent is sufficiently cautious to destroy or 
remove all papers of a purely political 
nature. But Mr. Cleveland has also re- 
moved all papers in many cases which were 
waiting for executive action. 

Inasmuch as the new administration has 
hardly had time to get down to purely ex- 
ecutive business, it is difficult to learn how 
many or what kind of cases the outgoing 
President has covered up. Besides the 
charges of offensive partisanship against 
some of Cleveland’s henchmen, which might 
have doomed them to the civil service ax, 
the papers in the case of a prominent ad- 
ministration officer who was regarded as a 
sure candidate for removal appear to be 
missing. It is reported also that all of the 
papers relating to the serious charges 
against the Librarian of Congress have been 
boxed with similar documents and pegivate 
reports and have been sent to Princeton.

Sixty-third street; and within two weeks, in 
all probability, active operations will be be- 
gun in installing the new system. Within 
six months,.if the prophecy of well-informed 
persons does not fail, the service will be com- 
pletely revolutianized, and a new electrical 
system will be in perfect working order. 

At a meeting of the directors of the road 
held in New York yesterday Chief Engi- 
neer J. F. Wallace was instructed to ask 
for bids for the work along the lines he had 
previously outlined. For the last five weeks 
he and electrical experts, together with all 
the available force in his department, have 
been assiduously engaged upon these plans, 
and at present Little remains to be done but 
to submit them to contractors and obtain 
estimates. 

As to the System to Be Used. 

However, a few questions are yet unde- 
cided. These relate to the exact system of 
electrical locomotion to be adopted—whether 
that of the familiar trolley, or the so-called 
third rail,“ which is now in use on the 
Metropolitan and Lake Street elevated lines. 
Engineer Wallace’s present plans cover both 
systems: and bids will be received on both. 
It is understood that the directors will decide 
later upon the basis of the comparative cost 
of the two which they will adopt. 

At present there is a strong sentiment 
among the directors in favor of the “ third 
rail system. It is said to be cheaper; and 
in. case of its adoption the power-house 
would be located farther down-town than 
would be possible withe the trolley system. 
At the same time, it is said, there are reasons 
why the trolley system would be tter 
adapted to the peculiar conditions which this 
road has to encounter. 

Location of the Power-House. 

When this question of systems has been 
settled the other one, of less importance, as 
to the location of the power-house, will be 
quickly disposed of. The company has now 
in view available ground space near the 
tracks at Twelfth street, Twenty-seventh 
street, Thirty-first street, and Thirty-sev- 
enth street. It is believed that progress on 
the new system will be so rapid from this 
on that within a fortnight both matters 
will be finally settled and ground will be 
broken for the power-house, 

It is the avowed purpose of the railway 
company to furnish quick five-minute service 
on this line between the hours of the present 
schedule For the present no effort will be 
made to run an all-night service for the rea- 
gon, it is claimed, that the night traffic is 
too light to justify it. But che suburban 
service will be taken wholly out of the regu- 
lar train system and be given a character 
all its own. 

Working Out the Details. 

In working out the details of this system 
Chief Engineer Wallace has had the as- 
gistance of John Lundy, a civil engineer of 
repute, and for some time past General Su- 
perintendent Sullivan and Superintendent 
of Machinery Ranshaw have given up most 
of their time to it. It is well known that in 
1892 Mr. Wallace devoted a great amount 
of time to the subject, for the Illinois Central 
was then thinking seriously of introducing 
the electrical system for the World’s Fair 
season. 

It was then abandoned because of the 
great cost it would entail upon the company, 
but the vast amount of information then 
collected has been used to excellent advan-

Republican Candidate Pronounces 
Against the Employment of Chil- 
dren in Department Stores. 


Néarly 9,000 persons were addressed by 
Judge Sears in four meetings last evening. 
He began at O’Callaghan’s Hall, Grand ave- 
nue and Lincoln street, where 2,000 of 
Adam Wolt's constituents greeted him with 
“three and a tiger,“ going thence to P'rin- 
cess Rink, where there were 3,500 listeners;

„Any audience that Would stay here until 
this time of night waiting to hear the next 
Mayor of Chicago speak is in no nerd of 
conversion to Republicanism,” declared 
Judge Sears at Bricklayers’ Hall. I am a 
Republican.

Washington Hesing put in most of theday 
yesterday munching cough drops and suck- 
ing eggs, and his voice regained somewhat 
its pristine clearness. Still he had to dis- 
appoint the crowd of people at the noonday 
meeting at No. 70 Adams street. 

Consequently double duty devolved on 
John T. Dickinson, who promulgated his 
views on the subject of heredity. In his 


opinion the sons of great men were, as a rule, 


not their equals, and he cited numerous 
cases in eupport of his theory. He was 
making a point against C. H. Harrison, “ the 
son of his father.“ The elder Harrison, he 
admitted, was in some respects one of the 
greatest citizens of Chicago; but he was un- 
able to see the least resemblance between 
him and his namesake and son.

HESING’S YOICE FAILS INAPOLLO HALL 


“ Business Administration Candidate 
Is Able, However, to Discuss His 
Hopes in Language of Figures. 


Washington Hesing addressed two meet- 
ings last night, one of 400 persons at Doug- 
las Hall, Indiana avenue and Thirty-fifth 
street, and one of 800 persons at Apollo Hall. 
Blue Island avenue and West Twelfth 
street. .At the smaller meeting the senti- 
ment was entirely in his favor and he made 
the better speech. At the larger meeting 
there were a few people present who could 
not restrain their admiration for Harrison. 
But the worst of it was that Mr. Hesing’s 
voice, which was weak on Wednesday night, 
almost completely failed him in Apollo Hall. 
Unless he should get relief today it does not 
seem likely he can fill the four appoint- 
ments for which he is booked tonight. 

In his first speech Mr. Hesing said there 
were just two issues in the present cam- 
paign. One was the protection of civil serv- 
ice reform from desecration by the Demo- 
cratic gang, and the other was the deliver- 
ance of Chicago from machine rule in both 
parties. 

Mr. Hesing entreated the people not to pay 
any attention to the effort of the opposition 
newspapers to create the impression that his 
ticket could not win and that he would soon 
withdraw from the field. He calculated that 
of the 200,000 votes given McKinley in Chi- 
cago 60,000 were the votes of gold Demo- 
crats, and of these at least 35,000 would vote 
for him in the coming election.

A bill was introduced by Senator Bogardus 
to protect trade and commerce against un- 
lawful restrictions and monopolies. The bill 
is as follows: 


Every contract, combination in the form of a 
trust or or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade or commerce in this State 18 hereby declared 
to be illegal. Every person who shall make any 
such contract, or engage in any such combination 
or conspiracy, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding §5,000, or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or both said 
punishments. 

Every person who shall monopolize or attempt 
to monopolize any part of the trade or commerce 
in this State shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $5,000, or by im- 
prisonment riot exceeding one year, or by both 
said punishments in the discretion of the court. 

The several Circuit Courts of this State and the 
Superior Court of Cook County are hereby in- 
vested with jurisdiction to prevent and restrain 
the violation of this act; and it shall be the duty 
of the several County Attorneys of this State in 
their respective counties under the direction of the 
Attorney-Genefal of this State, to institute pro- 
ceedings in equity to prevent and restrain such 
Violations, When the party or parties complained 
of shall have been notified of the institution of 
such suit the courts shall proceed as soon as may 
be to the hearing and determination of the case; 
and pending such suit and before the final decree, 
the court may at time make such temporary 
restraining orders or other prohibition as shall be 
deemed just in the premises. 

Any property owned under any contract or by 
any combination, or pursuant to any conspiracy 
{and being the subject thereof] mentioned in Sec. 
1 of this act, being in transportation from one por- 
tion of this State to another,.shall be forfeited to 
the State. 

Any person who shall be injured in his business 
or property by any other person or corporation by 
reason of anything forbidden, declared to be un- 
lawful by this act, may sue thereaftef in any of 
the Circuit Courts of this State or in the Superior 
Court of Cook County, or in the county where such 
defendant or one of them resides or is found, and 
shall recover three-fold the damages by him sus- 
tained and the costs of suit, including a reasonable 
attorney’s fee. 

The word person or persons, wherever 
used in this act, shall be deemed to include cor- 
porations and associations existing under or au- 
thorized by the laws of this State or of either of 
the United States, the laws of ny of the Territo- 
ries, or the laws of any foreign country.

House Proceedings. 


In the House today Mr. Steen; by unan- 
imous consent, introduced a bill appropriat- 
ing $200,000 for the ordinary expenses for 
the Joliet Penitentiary. 

The House, after reports from standing 
committees, proceeded to the order of House 
bills on second reading. 

The first on the calendar on this order was 
Mr. Compton's bill giving the owner and 
operator of a thrashing machine, corn 
sheller, or clover huller a lien upon the 
grain or seed thrashed, shelled, or hulled.

Walleck's bill pro- 
viding that women may be commissioned as 
notaries public was advanced to third 
reading. 

Mr. Morris’ bill in relation to landlord and 
tenant was killed by a motion made by Mr. 
Novak to strike out the enacting clause. 
The bill provided that a landlord, when a 
tenant dies, may collect unpaid rent from 
the under tenant, if there be one. 

The House adjourned to 9 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. 


Omaha Promoters Heard. 


The Committees on Appropriations of the 
two Houses held a joint meeting this after- 
noon to hear a delegation in support of 
Senator Crawford’s bill appropriating 
$100,000 for an Illinois exhibit at the Trans- 
Mississippi and International Exposition to 
be held at Omaha, Neb., in 1898. The delega- 
tion consisted of Edward Rosewater, editor 
of the Omaha Bee; V. S. Popleton, Daniel 
Farrell, and C. W. Lyman, also of Omaha; 
Lucian Wells of Council Bluffs, Ia.: and H. 
N. Higinbotham, Charles B. Cox, and F. D. 
Higbee of Chicago. 

Action on the bill was reserved for tho 
separate meetings of the respective com- 
mittees. 

The House Committee on County and 
Township Organization reported favorably 
on Mr. Brignadello’s civil service bill to ex- 
empt persons performing manual labor from 
examinations; also upon Mr. Bryant’s bill 
providing for the support of paupers by 
townships. 

The House License committee ordered re- 
ported favorably the following bills: Mr. 
Galligar’s, providing for the examination 
and licensing of plumbers; Mr. Revell's, 
providing for the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of an inspector of beer and malt 
proucts: Mr. Hunter’s, providing that per- 
sons who desire to become public expert ac- 
countants must first receive a certificate as 
to qualifications from the trustees of the 
University of IIlinois. 

‘The House Labor and Industrial Affairs 
committee ordered favorably reported Mr. 
Brignadello’s bill fixing the minimum com- 
pensation for labor on public works at $2 
per day. 

Revenue Bills Favored. 


The Senate Revenue committee reported 
favorably today the two revenue bills draft- 
ed by the Chicago Real Estate Board, and 
approved by the Civic Federation, after 
adopting the amendments offered by a sub- 
committee appointed for this purpose. The 
first bill providing that property shall be 
assessed. for taxation at one-tenth of its 
face cash value was amended so as to make 
it one-fifth instead of one-tenth.

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MAY RENEW THE STRIKE. 


TANNERS TALK OF AGAIN BEGIN- 
NING HOSTILITIES. 


New Board of Arbitration to Visit Chi- 
cago, but It Ie Said Both Sides Re- 
fuse to Submit the Case to It—Bosses 
and Workmen Hold Secret Meet-. 
ings, but Their Action Is Not Made 
Public—Proeposition of tie Hen Is 
Declined. 


Revival of the tanners’ strike is expected 
on Monday, owing to the removal from office 
of the officers of the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion. The workmen and the employers agree 
that if the old board had been permitted to 
continue its labors for a few days a decision 
would have been reached which would have 
been binding on both parties and averted the 
possibility of a serious strike. 

The bosses held a secret meeting yester- 
dey. The result was not made pubifc. The 
workmen say they have inside information 
that the bosses will refuse to reopem the case 
before the new State board, and will refuse 
to treat with the unions and insist on deal- 
ing with the men as individuals. 

Such action will leave the matter just 
where it was when the first strike was de- 
clared, and the whole matter will revert back 
to the question of a cut in wages and in- 


‘crease in working hours. 


President William J. Graham of the Shav- 
ers’ and Splitters’ Union said last night 
there is every prospect of ea renewal of hus- 
tilties. The men are again holding meet- 
ings and talking strike. 

The new board members will be in Chicagu 
this morning. They will make an effort to 
induce the strikers and employers to submit 
the case to them, but it is believed both sides 
will refuse. 

Daniel J. Keefe, the labor representative 
of the new board, has been chosen President 
and Secretary Malcolm has been retained for 
the present. 

Workmen have made a proposition to the 
bosses to abide by the finding of the former 
board if its members will consent to con- 
tinue their investigation as private individ- 
uals. The employers objected to this plan 
on the ground that the decision would not 
be binding on either party and could not be 
enforced by law. 

The strikers held a secret meeting last 
night at No. 509 Milwaukee avenue. No 
decision was reached in regard to the pros- 
pective strike, but the men were firmly op- 
— to reopening the case before the new 

rd. 


„The men will agree to any fair propos!i- 
tion,” said President Graham, but we haye 
given up hope of a peaceful settlement. It 
has been a great loss to us, as we had our 
fight won. The men believe this action was 
brought about by the bosses, who realized 
their case was lost and took this manner of 
blocking a decision from the board.”’ 

The radicals will hold a mass-meeting 
tonight, and it is believed a strike will be Ae- 
clared. The conservative element will en- 
deavor to prevent any such action. 


MAY SUE ALTGELD’S RAILROAD BOARD 


Present Commission Determined to 
Recover the Money Allegedly Mis- 
appropriated by D. W. Andrews. 


The members of the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission now declare if the pres- 
ent suit against ex-Chief Grain Inspector 
Dwight W. Andrews and his bondsman, 
John P. Hopkins, is not successful in re- 
covering the money which the Democratic 
administration has mulcted the treasury of 
the department they will bring suit against 
the members of the Altgeld commission and 
their bondsmen. This commission consist- 
ed of William S. Cantrell, Thomas Gahan, 
and George W. Fithian. A criminal prose- 
cution will be the last resort. 

This development in the embroglio of 

stuffed pay-rolls, awards of back pay, and 
indiscriminate appropriations is a conse- 
quence of the plea of ex-Mayor Hopkins that 
he withdrew from Andrews’ bond several 
months before the expiration of his term 
of office, and is therefore not to be held re- 
sponsible for the money in the latter’s con- 
trol. 
When Commissioner Bidwill was reminded 
of this line of defense which the commis- 
sion’s attorneys would doubtless have to 
face, he said: 

If we are unable to collect the money due 
this department from Mr. Andrews we,will 
bring suit against the members of the com- 
mission, which allowed him to go without 
sufficient bond, and their bondsmen. We 
are bound to get the money that has been 
misappropriated. Somebody is responsible 
for it. That much is certain, and we are sure 
to find sooner or later who thisis. I believe 
the law is wide enough to cover this case.“

ville, III., Confesses He Is Frank 
Cunningham.

TO TREAT SCHOOL FONDS AS BEFORE. 


City Treasurer Wolf Says the Board of 
Education and the Controller 
May Fight It Out. 


City Treasurer Wolf says the contention of 
the Board of Education, that it is entitled 
to the interest received on money coming 
from the school fund, is a matter to be set- 
tled between the city and the Board of Edu- 
cation and a thing in which he is not con- 
cerned. Speaking yesterday of the action 
of the board on Wednesday night, he said: 

“I will do as I always have done and ac- 
‘count for the interest on the city money 
with Controller Wetherell. If he afterwards 
wants to split it up with the Board of Edu- 
cation, it is none of my affair. 

“If I were to obey the demand of the 
Board of Education I would have to keep a 
separate account for the school fund in 
each of the four banks with which the city 
does business. As it is now there is but 
the one general account and I check up 
against it as the Controller wants the money. 
The interest derived from this account is 
credited to thecity after the percentage 
allowed the City Treasurer by the appro- 
priation bill is taken out. What becomes of 
this interest is of no more interest to me 
than what is done with the other money be- 
longing to the city. 

Controller Wetherell had no more to say 
about the matter than that he imagined the 
Board of Education misunderstood its rights 
in the premises and matters would continue 
as they had in the past. | 

President Halle of the Board of Education 
was quoted yesterday as saying the board 
would bring suit against the city for a share 
in the interest fund if it was denied. 

This was based on the assumption the 
Board of Education is cotrdinate with the 
city government and authorized to levy 
taxes and expend the same independently. 

Lawyers around the City Hall, however, 
take the ground the Board of Education is 
nothing but a creature of the city govern- 
ment and could no more sue the city than 
could the Health Department. 

According to Controller Wetherell’s figures 
the amount received for interest by the 
City Treasurer last year was a little over 
$75,000. As the money to be raised for school 
purposes this year is 40 per cent of the total 
expenditures of the city, the school tund's 
share of the interest, were it alowed, would 
be $30,000. Half of this would go to the 

ity Treasurer.
